TRAGEDY AND OPERA, 


Barrett Produces “‘Ganelon” With Success— 
The Abbott Engag Amusement 


Lewrence Barrett, divorced temporarily 


from his stellar partner, appeared at the 
Grand last evening in a new poetical tragedy, 
**Ganelon,’*’ by Wm. Young. Mr. Barrett was 
welcomed for bis own sake by a fatr and crit- 
ical audience with warm enthisiam. Not 
only was a personal tribute paid to the man, 
but his work and his production were received 
with cordial approval. The tragedian was 
called before the curtain after every act. 

The theme of ‘‘Ganelon’’ is a romantic 
episode of the war of the French Ubristians 
against the Saracens of Spain. The scene of it 


is laid at Aleria in Corsica, where the Chris- 
tian 171 is beleagued by the Saracens. The 
store of it has been told—how young Ganelon, 
trying to redeem his father’s name from in- 
famy,. becomes a popular hero and saves the 
city by a victory over the Saracens, but is 
refused his reward, the hand of Bianca, the 
daughter of Colonna, between whom and 
himself a passionate attachment exists. She 
ie betrothed to Pinascho, a young soldier and 
son of Colonna’s lieutenant, whose life Gane- 
lon has saved. Gans lob, embittered py shame 
and disappointment, leaps from a parapet, 
and, miracalously saved from death, is taken 
by the Saracen and is tempted into Detray- 
ing the city into their hands. In the moment 
of victory be meets Bianca, who poorning of 
Ganelon’s victory, spurns him. he therefore 
turns on his tempter, Molic, the leader of the 
Saracens, slays him, and taking command of 
the Christians drives the invaders out. He 
receives his death wound and dies with as- 
surances oft love and forgiveness from 
Colonna and his daughter. 

The time of the action is between noon and 
midnight, and Ganelon might be called the 
Ben Butler of Tragedy, as he changes his 
party three times within that Drietf period, 
were it not that be is successful in every 
change. The play 
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is perhaps a little overly 
heroic in thus making Ganelon pluck victory 
out of defeatthree times with two opposing 
armies. The story, however, is romantic,and 
has genuine human interest, which ts, how 
ever, sOmewhat marred by the stilts and 
strute of blank verse and heavy spectacular 
production. 

The language is smooth, melodious and 
dignified, possessing, as far as One can 
ndge from a hearing, excelient literary merit. 
‘here is at times an excess of language. be 

lay. from a dramatic standpoint, is talky“ 

n Spots, but this is relieved again by brisk 
and spirited’ action. The interest gradually 
grows, and is sustained to the end with fair 
strength. There are several mild thrills in 
the play, but it really lacks genuinely intense 
and absorbing interest. Two or three scenes 
are of notabie dramatic excelience.

Island, in which State there is a strong Chi- 
cago contingent, based on the mortgages held 
by oltizens of Providence. The letters re- 
ceived within the last few days, however, 
fully demonstrate the fact that Massachusetts 
will not vote for New Tors, and that the prob- 
abilities are that New Hampshire will pursue 
the same course. On the first ballot the vote 
of Massachusetts will be given to Washington, 
but even those most friendly to the national 
capital admit that there is now no hope 
of ite selection, and nearly with- 
out exception the Congressmen 
have expressed their preference for the West 
over New York. The St. Louis Massachusetts 
committee, under the able direction of C. H. 
Sampson, have been bard at work, and from 


the letters received from many influential 
sources areconfident that when Washington 
drops out of the race that more than half cer- 
tainly, and very probably all the Maseachu- 
scits strength will be transferred to St. Louis. 
This will carry with it the support of New 
Hampshire and of Northern Connecticut, the 
Long Isiand Sound coast of that State being 
firmly pledged to New York. 

From Virginia and North Carolina the re- 
ports are still more favorabie, and there is 
scarcely a doubt that the — majority of 
Congressmen from those States, as well as 
some Murylanders, will be found on the 
side of t. Louis as soon as Wasbiug- 
ton drops out. Thie had been in a 
measure expected, but the reports received 
from Wisconsin have taken the members of 
the committee by surprise.

TO BE HEARD TO-MORROW 


THE STREET COMMISSIONER WILL INVESTI- 
GATE REPORTED IRREGULARITIES. 


In the Council the New Ordinance Ooencern- 
ing the Broom Brigade Is Being Fre- 
pared for the Committee—After the Peo- 
ple’s Railway Contractors—Pablic Im- 
provements Under Discussion. 


The Street Commissioner has sent notices to 
all of the parties concerned in the case of As- 
eistant- Superintendent Max Thavooat, re- 
questing them to report at 10 o’clock to- mor- 
row atthe office of the Street Commissioner 
and make their stgtements. 

There will be probably half a dozen men 
who have been at various times employed un- 
der Thavonat who willbe requirea to make 
their statements before the Commissioner, 
as tothe charges that he took presents and 
contributions from employes and refused to 
give work to those who did not put up. 

The investigation is to be thorough and 
complete. All of the inspectors will probably 
be subjected to a thorough examination, and 
the District and Assistant Superintendents 
willlikewise be questioned concerning their 
monetary relations with their men. Com- 
missioner Burnet stated when the changes 
were made that he did not believe Thavonat 
was a man who would corruptly use his office 
for illegal personal profit, but since the 
charges have been made it is his determina- 
tion to find out beyond question whether they 
are true, andif they are to what extent the 
frauds are practiced in his department. Be- 
yond question the opportunity existe for 


Assistant District Superintendents to perpe- 
trate just such frauds as Thavonat is charged 
with on the inspectors, and the Commis- 
sioner must rely on the honesty of 
bis men alone to prevent them 
unless the Inspectdr talks. Mr. Burnet intends 
to summon witnesses until he is satisfied as to 
the trnth or falsehood of the charges. If they 
are nut sustained, Thavonat will not be calied 
upon to make a defense, but if Hord and 
Flahe can prove what they say an explana- 
tion will be demanded. Thavonat bas a 
to borne a first-class reputation in the depart- 
ment, and says he will be able 2 n all 
the charges.

FAVOR REVISION, 


The New York Preshytery’s Answer to the 
General Assembly. 


NEW York, Nov. 5.—The Presbytery of New 
York met yesterday in the lecture-room of the 
Scotch Church in West Fourteenth street to 
consider what answer should be returned to 
the General AssembDily’s questions in regard to 
arevision of the Westminster confession of 
faith. The afternoon and evening were spent 
in discussion, and at 9:30 p. m. this resolution, 


offered by the Rey. Dr. Thomas 8. Hastings, 
was adopted by a vote of 67 to 15: 

Whereas, The General Assembly has over- 
tured this presbytery the following questions: 

1. Do you desirea revision of the confession 
of faith? 

2. Ifso, in what respect and to what ex- 
tent? therefore, 

Resolved, That this presbytery answers the 
first question in the affirmative, understand- 
ing the word revision to used broadly as 
Re contessional 9 es. 

In regard to the second qaestion rosby 
moved that the Moderator — | a com- 
mittee of ten to report to a special meeting of 
the presbytery on the first Monday in Decem- 
Der at 8 p.m. This resolution was adopted. 
The sentiment of the presbytery 
was not only overwhelmingly in 
favor of revision, but several of the 
members spoke so fervently in 3 
of the old confession of faith as to shock the 
strictly orthodox minority. An expression 
used by many ofthe speakers was that the 
Presbyterian Church isin need ofa doctrinal 
statement which can be used and which can 
be understood. The doctrines of irreyoca- 
ble predestination and infant damnation were 
repudiated. One speaker comparedtiie West- 
minster confession to an anaconda which 
holds the church in ts folds and frightens 
away the members of other denominations. 
Dr. Paxton said: A4 man who could preach 
some of the articles of our faith would not be 
a contemporary of the nineteenth century. 
He must have walked out of the 
seventeenth century. He would be a 
survival—and not of the fittest. We cannot 
breathe with Abraham's lungs. We cannot 
look at God through Calvin's eyes. Calvin
